ries he had written. 

Queft.4./ have met with a perfon,who bas Affured me thar 

the common Computation of the Age of the World, is not 
only differently received between us, the Chinefe, and osber 
remore Nations, who urge 4 great many Idle ftorivs, and 
fufpeBed teftimonies to prove what they alledge concern. 
ing it ; but shat alfo feveral Chriftian Authors bive af- 
firmed the world to be older than is generally fuppofed - 
Now the favour I entreat of you, is not t0 give your 
own opinion in the matter, (fince that you bave ali eady 
done, in confirmation of the received account) but only 
4 brief relation of what Authors bave defended this opint- 
on, and the moi probable arguments thofe bave urged 
who maintain it, this is not only defired by me, bat by fe- 
veral Gentlemen, who will receive your anfwer as @ ve- 
ry great obligation. 
._ Anfm, Since what has been faid by thofe who hold 
this opinion is only defired, we fhall relate it with- 
Out determining at prefent any thing about it. Th 
affirm, that all the fathers and antient Authors before 
Evujedius of Cefarea (whom they: fay firft began to ab- 
brige the time) reckoned about five thoufand five hun- 
dred years, before our blefled Saviour: Fulius Africa- 
mus, whofe teftimony they rely much upon, alfo 
counts 5500 years from the Creation of the firft man, 
until our Saviour, as Scaligér tel's us, and that it was, 
becaufe it was then commonly {0 received ; Rurfus quod 
omnes uno ore, ab Adam ad Chriftum quinquies mille quin- 
&entos annos pytarent, buic quoque parti Africanus deeffe 
Noluit. And to make this accomtthe more plaufibie, 
they urge the Piety of Fulius, and the Motive of his 
writing, his Hiftory ; and fay tliat living in the third 
panalt urch, and having gain’d a great reputatie 
on upon the account of his: Learning and y he 
was fent in the year 221, fromm the province of Paled 
ftine to the Emperour Antoninus Alagabulus, to defire 
the reeftablifhment of the town of Nicopoly (otherwile 
called Emmaas) which was then ruined, this he obtdin- 
ed in the following year of Alexander Severus. Aind 
this Learned Man {eeing that it was not only through 
cruel torments, that the Gentiles endeavour’d to ex- 
tirpate the worfhip of the Chriftians, but alfo by ac- 
culing them as innovators, .as if they had their firft 
beginning under the reign of Tiberius ; he undertakin 
to confound their Malice and Ignorance, writ an Hi- 
ftory of ‘times wherein he goes back to the firft ages, 
and fhews| that the Chriftian Religion had no other 
original than that of the world, that it was continued 
ugder along fucceffion of Patriarchs, Judges, and 
Kings, and Maintain'd by a great’) Number ot Pro: 
phets, who had foretold the coming of Jefus Chrift, 
the expected Meffab of the Fews, that the appearance 
of our Savjour upon Earth had only perfeéted ‘this 
Dilciptine, and that he made a Mew Covenant with his 
Dilciples, the old having been fo many times violated 
by the Aebrews, whom the -Chriftians fucceeded, He 
fhows them that this religion which they traduted as a 
dangerous Novelty, had near fix thou/and years An- 
tiquity, and on the contrary that that of the Greeks 
had not been eftablifhed two thoufand years, and that 
of the Romans not a thoulaid. What defigs fay 
they, coud be greater or more ufful, and therefore 
he tooka particular care not to be deceived: he not 
only made ufe of Holy Hiftory, which he exactly ob- 
ferved, but aifo diligently fought in the prophane 
what had been prefer'ved of: Antiquity} he thews the 
beginning of the moft antient Monarchies of the 
world then known, as that of the Aljyrians,; and 
Egyptians, that of the Cbinefe being then undifco- 
vered, . In this Hiftory, he gives the fucceffion of the 
Princes who had for fo long a time poles Afiu, and 
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f shofe who had under the name of the Pharacbks 

eigned in Egypt, to which he adds all the urft Kings 

ot Creeee, viz. of Argos, Athens, Lacedemon, Corinth, 
Macedonid, and {ome other ‘plates, ufider whom all the 

Gods and Myfteries of the Greeks, Had theinfirgt rife ; 
from whefice he proves that theif Religion was neither 
antient nor true, fhowing that through the Error and 
irregularity of mankiad it was firft invented, that the 
ignorance and ftupidity of people at that time had 
made them approve it, that the falfe wifdem ef the 
later Greeks had encouraged it; from whom the Xo- 
mans received it without examination, and added it to 
their new fuperftitions, and. introduced it amongft 
thole Nations ‘which they conquered. « Thofe who 
incline to his computation of time fay, “that a man 
fo Learned, and whe'had'fe°many helps, cou’d more 
eaitly difcover ‘the extent ‘of time, than thofe who 
lived fourteen ages after him, and who have with 
much difficulty only faved fome fragments of thofe 
ancient Hiftorys, which he had entire. However, 
they allow that this antiquity might be fulpeéted, 
if only maintain’d by-his teftimony, but fay it is Au- 
thorifed by all the fathers who betore him writ againft 
the Gentiles, as by Fuftin Martyr, Theophilus of . Anti- 


och, Tatian ot Sorta, Tertullitn, Clement of Alexandria, ° 


Origen wasalfo of this opinion, and St. Cyprian not 
very far from it; for'writing to thofe he exhorted to 
Martyrdom, that they muft prepare themfelves coura- 
gioutly to maintain the aflault of the Divel, who was 
an old and experienced Enemy; And that for near 
‘fix thoufand’ years he had not. céafed continually to 
war again Man, in which Long time he ‘learnt all 
‘the ways ot tempting, and all the proper artifices to 
overcome. Sex milli. annornm jam pene Complentur, ex 
quo kominem Dialvius impugnat : cmnia genera tentandt, 
© artes atque tnftdias cejciendi ufu ipfo yetuftaris edidi- 
cit. Ladantius was of the fame opinion, and thought 
that,in his time there was little lefs than fix thonfand 
years from the beginning vf the world; no body theh 
fay they difputed this truth, as is evidently confirmed 
by the teftimonies of 7uftus, and Jofepbus, both He- 
brews, and Contemporaries with the Apoftles ; and 
alfo by many antient Authors, as Demetrius, who lived 
under. the Reign. of: Phylometer the-fixth King of Egypt; 
Philo, not ot Alexandria; Eupolemus, who was under 
Prokomes Phifcon, and ‘Demetrius Sorer, King of Syria, 
» who was alfo. a friend;to Judas, Maccabeus.; All thefe 
_ #iiftorians, and many,others; whd-are cited by Cle- 
ment Alexandninus; in his’ Stromaton; ‘by Bufebius in 
his Ninth book»éf the’ Evangelical Prépafation, and 
Fofephus in his firft book againft Apion: have reckoned 
unte their time: abentrfive thoafand five hufhded years. 
They further fay that Eufebius of \Cefared, Who lived 
‘under Conftantine, >was the firft who Contradiéted 
this account, retrenching about three ages to make 
. Mofes Contemporary with: Cecropgi the vtirft King of 


Athens, contrary to the:exprefs Authority of feveral - 
of the Antients, who have placed -himpim'the time of - 
_Inackus the firft King 'of Argos; Bythis Computation - 


ay they,allowing only. five thoufand’two ‘hundred years 
from the Creation of the World unto the Meffiab, Eu- 
ifedins cuts off three ages from the time‘of the Law, 
which according to all the antient Hebrews, endured 
about two thoufand years: Duo annoram milliatex, as 
is obferved in their Talmud. | St. Ferom being defired 
by.two of his friends, Vincent and Gallianus, to tran- 
flate.thefe Greek Clironologies into Latin, as heing a 
yery. weful work, hé-dicdit, and by that means gain’d 
the writings of Eufébius a~ General Approbation in 
the eftern Church; fince, which all Latin Authors who 
have treated of Chronology, excepting Bede and five 
_Or fix others, have held this Calculation, authorized 
_by.f@ many ages, altho: the Eastern Church have only
